R obert Wagner has 
peddled an outra- 
geous “pack of lies” 
and engineered a 
three-decades-long 
cover-up about the mysteri- 
ous drowning of screen siren 
Natalie Wood. 

That’s the conclusion of 
famed lie-detection expert 
Michael Sylvestre, who used 
a special truth-detecting de- 
vice to scrutinize a series of 
tell-tale confessions made by 
the “Hart to Hart” star about 
his suspicious role in his wife’s 
grisly death off Catalina 
Island, Calif., in 1981. 

Michael, a certified voice- 
stress analyst, fed tapes of

The tool, used by more than 
50 law-enforcement agencies 
in the U.S. and others over- 
seas, detects stress changes 
that indicate truthfulness and 
show up as waves. 

The newest hi-tech test is 
also said to be superior to a 
conventional polygraph and is 
renowned for providing con- 
clusive results! 

After completing his analy- 


sis of two separate interviews. 
Michael concluded: “Robert 
Wagner lied about Natalie’s 
death over and over again! 

“His test results are riddled 
with stress,” he told The Na- 
tional ENQUIRER in a world 
exclusive interview. 

“My conclusion is that he 
was lying to cover up some- 
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thing. In my opinion, it’s a 
strong possibility that Rob- 
ert Wagner murdered Natalie 
Wood!” 


THE HOLLYWOOD megastar 
provided evidence of his ap- 
parent guilt in two interviews 
evaluated by this leading 
authority in lie detection. 

At The ENQUIRER’S re- 
quest, Michael first analyzed 
an interview Wagner did with 
Internet radio show “Growing 
Bolder” in late 2009 to pro- 
mote his memoir, “Pieces of 
My Heart.” 

Referring to his wife’s tragic 
and violent death, the actor 
declared: “It was, uh, an acci- 
dent that happened.” 

Michael noted: “On the 
word ‘uh’ his stress level is 
almost off the charts. He’s ly- 
ing. This definitely wasn’t an 
accident.” 

Wagner also said: “She 
slipped on the [swim] step of 
the boat.” 

Michael said: “There’s a lot 
of stress in the word ‘slipped,’ 
and that means the whole 
statement is false. 

“She didn’t slip, something 
untoward happened.” 

At another point, Wagner 
said: “See, none of us ever 
heard anything. If we had 
heard something we would 


have done something.” 

Michael said: “There are 
multiple peaks, especially in 
the word ‘none.’ He’s lying. 
He definitely heard some- 
thing.” 

A managing partner at 
Truth & Deception Tech- 
nologies in Kissimmee, Fla., 
Michael also detected lies in a 
tape of Wagner’s Sept. 2008 
interview with his book’s 
publisher. 

The actor, now 85, main- 
tained that he’d written his 
memoir as “straightforwardly 
and honestly and as truthful- 
ly as I remembered it.” 

But Michael said: “Once 
again, there’s a lot of stress. 
This tells me what he wrote 
about what happened to 
Natalie Wood is a pack of 
lies.” 


IN ANOTHER SECTION of 

the interview Wagner spoke 
about dating his current wife, 
Jill St. John, after Natalie’s 
death. 

Michael charged: “When he 
said they ‘started going out’ 
there’s a lot of stress in that 
statement. You would expect 
him to be pretty calm here. 
Something isn’t right. 

“This could indicate that he 
may have been seeing her 
beforehand and that they ^ 
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were in a relationship.” 

When quizzed if he “never 
doubted that Natalie was his 
soulmate,” Wagner respond- 
ed: “That’s true. I think that it’s 
true.” 

But, noted Michael: “He’s not 
telling the truth. In my opinion 
this was not a tremendous 
love.” 

IN ANOTHER explo- 
sive development, a 
world-renowned body lan- 
guage expert has determined 
Wagner subconsciously ad- 
mitted in a 2009 interview 
that he was on hand when the 
“West Side Story” actress fell 
off the yacht. 

The interview, conducted by 
his daughter Katie Wagner, 
was posted on YouTube on 
March 19, 2009, and is titled, 
“The Friends of the Mission 
Viejo Library present Robert 
Wagner.” 

Talking about Natalie, 
Wagner said: “We had a part- 
nership. We were very much 
in love. As most of you know, 
she, we, she had an accident 
on our boat and she died and 
we were all left without her.” 

Susan Constantine, presi- 
dent of Silent Messages LLC 
in Orlando, Fla., and an expert 
in criminal interrogations, 
pointed out how Wagner 
stumbled over his words - a 
classic Freudian slip! 

“When you are trying to lie 
and you know the truth, it 
causes an extreme amount 
of stress,” Susan explained to 
The ENQUIRER. 

“He starts off by saying ‘she’ 
had an accident. He then says, 
‘we’ had an accident. But then 
he changes it back to ‘she had 
an accident’ because he real- 
izes that he screwed up. 

“In my analysis, that’s an ad- 
mission of guilt right there.” 

Wagner was also rubbing 
his fingertips together, wring- 
ing his handsand fiddling with 
his tie while he spoke, indicat- 



ing “a tremendous amount of 
anxiety,” Susan noted. 

She added: “When he said, 
‘we were very much in love,’ 
he looks at the bottom of his 
foot! That’s not what you do 
when you say you’re in love 
with someone!” 

After examining three dif- 
ferent videos of Wagner 
discussing Natalie’s death, 
Susan concluded: “Overall, I 
did see multiple areas of de- 
ceptive behavior!” 


IN HIS MEMOIR, Wag- 
ner wrote that he and actor 
Christopher Walken - Nat- 
alie’s co-star in the film 
“Brainstorm” - were locked 
in a booze-fueled argument 
when his wife decided to go 
to sleep in their stateroom on 
the 60-foot yacht. 

After the dispute, Walken 
also headed off to bed. But 
when Wagner went to the 
couple’s room, Natalie wasn’t 
there, and he noticed a din- 
ghy that had been tied to the 
yacht was missing. 

As for what happened to 
Natalie, he wrote: “Nobody 
knows. There are only two 
possibilities; either she was 
trying to get away from the 


argument, or she was trying 
to tie the dinghy. But the bot- 
tom line is that nobody knows 
exactly what happened.” 

Yet in a startling admission 
of guilt, Wagner added: “Yes, 
I blame myself.” 

SPLENDOUR captain Dennis 
Davern was the first to blow 
the whistle on the alleged 
cover-up, claiming Wagner 
flew into a jealous rage and 
beat Natalie that night. He in- 
sisted foul play was involved. 

Passing a polygraph test 
given by police, Dennis di- 
rectly implicated Wagner and 
accused him of delaying the 
search for Natalie. 


Investigators reopened the 
probe in 2011, and a year later 
the Medical Examiner’s Offi- 
cer changed the official cause 
of death from “accidental 
drowning” to “drowning and 
other undetermined factors.” 

IN HIS TELL-ALL tome, Wag- 
ner also wrote that he spent 
seven to eight days in a “cata- 
tonic” state after Natalie’s 
death. 

But renowned New York clin- 
ical psychologist Dr. Sanam 
Hafeez told The ENQUIRER 
that Wagner’s description 
seemed exaggerated. 

He appeared to be “over- 
compensating” by calling his

explained. 

Dr. Hafeez said: “This could 
be hinn trying to show his in- 
nocence - meaning, ‘I couldn’t 
possibly have anything to do 
with this because if I did would 
I be in this type of shock?”’ 

IN A DRAMATIC turn of 
events, homicide detec- 
tives could use the forensic 
evidence obtained by The 
ENQUIRER to finally force 
Wagner to provide a “full con- 
fession,” according to a source 
close to the case. 

It would detail, for the first 
time, what caused Natalie to 
plunge to her death from the 


deck of the couple’s yacht on 
that fateful Nov. 1981 night. 

“A seasoned detective could 
confront him by saying, ‘You 
were there that night! You 
know what happened, and 
you have to live with it until 
the day you die. You can free 
yourself from this nightmare!”’

A PSYCHO killer is ac- 
cused of decapitating 
his wife and her two 
dogs before plucking 
out his left eye and hacking 
off his left hand - declaring, 
“God has forgiven me!” 

The city of Phoenix is reel- 
ing over the bloodbath, and 
The National ENQUIRER has 
learned the victim’s outraged 
daughter is blasting bungling 
“experts” for her mother’s 
gruesome death. 

Horrified detectives found 
the headless body of Trina 
Heisch, 49, and her pets in the 
squalid home she shared with 
Kenneth Wakefield, 47.

Wakefield after the couple

Instead, the homicidal ma- 
niac was left free to allegedly 
murder his doomed wife! 

Concerned neighbor, 
George Loney, discovered the 
grisly crime scene. “They’re 
mentally ill,” he said. 
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At 103, this WWII vet is America’s oldest worker

Twisted gynecologist would laugh as he filled out prescriptions 


E vil schemer Bill Cosby 
betrayed the trust of his 
unsuspecting wife, Ca- 
mille - and his mistress 
- to obtain the power- 
ful “thigh opener” sedatives 
he used in sex attacks on 
dozens of other women! 

Former physician Vicki Huf-

arrangements for him. I was a 
little confused what was go- 
ing on,” Vicki admitted. 

“Dr. Wade told Bill that it 
wasn’t any problem, see- 
ing both his wife and 
girlfriend at the 
same time! He said, 
’Our building is 
big enough for 
both of them.’ And 
then they both 
laughed/' 

Vicki followed Dr. 
Wade into Camille’s 
examination room, where 
he performed a check-up. Af- 
ter the exam, while Camille 
was getting dressed, Vicki, 
Cosby and Dr. Wade returned 
to his office.

“Symptoms will include blurry 
vision and colors that look dull 
or washed out. Other eye con- 
ditions linked to MS bring on 
double vision and involuntary eye 
movements.” 

By her second year in the White 
House, she could also suffer 
numbness or tingling sensations, 
along with feelings of intense 
heat or cold. 

By her third year, Hillary could 


experience weakness, fatigue and 
clumsiness, combined with heavi- 
ness in each of her limbs. 

As her term comes to a close, 
Hillary could become prone to 
frequent falls. 

“She may also have trouble 
grasping small objects,” said 
the source. “All these problems 
can be compounded by other 
common MS symptoms, such as 
dizziness and tremors.” 

But the expert cautioned that 
MS symptoms may not prevent 
the former secretary of state 
from carrying out her presiden- 
tial duties. 

“On the plus side, Hillary ap- 
pears to have good genes,” said 
the source. “Her father lived to 82, 
and her mom, Dorothy, lived to 
the ripe old age of 92!” ne

The fact is though that we 
were all shocked by the 
diagnosis. Of course we 
knew about the family’s 
history with cancer, and 
of course he is 90.”

CANINE FLU 

We read about a new strain of 
canine flu that’s causing a lot 
of dog deaths in the Midwest. 
Is there a vaccine for this? 

You read about an outbreak of 


Canine Influenza. It occurred 
initially in Ohio, Illinois and 
Wisconsin. The virus is now 
recognized in a wider geo- 
graphic area, and the current 
strain is called H3N2. This virus 
is different from the virus first 
detected 10 years ago in racing 
Greyhounds [H3N8] that has 
a vaccine. Virologists believe 
that vaccine is unlikely to be ef- 
fective against the new strain. 

The good news is most dogs 


affected by H3N2 have rela- 
tively mild infections. Some 
develop immunity after ex- 
posure without ever showing 
symptoms. A small number 
become severely ill and devel- 
op life-threatening pneumonia. 

The keys to recovery: early 
detection and rigorous treat- 
ment with antibiotics.
